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Infant  Mortality:  The  total  number  of  infant  deaths  was  15?  of  which 
7 were  male  and  8 female,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  23  per 
1,000  births  over  the  year.

Birth  Rate 


The  number  of  births  is  largely  determined  by  the  number  of  women 
of  child-bearing  age  resident  in  the  area,  thus  the  birth  rate  cannot 
be  compared  with  another  area  unless  it  is  of  a similar  sex.  and  age 
structure,  or  until  some  allowance  is  made  in  the  calculation.  This 
is  the  function  of  the  comparability  factor,  this  being  supplied  to  all 
areas  by  the  Registrar  General# 

The  Birth  Rate  for  1967  was  26.0,  after  multiplying  by  the 
comparability  factor  of  1.14.  The  crude  rate  for  the  year  was  22#8. 
The  total  number  of  live  births  was  660.

47 

Persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention 


This  section  provides  for  the  necessary  care  and  attention  of 
persons  who : - 

(a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  or,  being  aged 
and  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  are  living  in 
insanitary  conditions;  and 

(b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving 
from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  steps  for  the  compulsory  removal 
of  any  person  during  the  year.
